Idaho Promises to b e Patriotic if 
Admitted as a State 
in the Union.

W AITING FOR RETURNS. 
D em ocrats are Jubilant ami the Repub­ 
lican» Depressed. 
Cleveland (O.), November 6tb.—The Re­ 
publicans in Cleveland are in retirement 
this evening. Foraker is from 800 to 1.000 
votes behind bis ticket hereabouts. In fact, 
he whs “cut” by the Republicans in nearly 
every one of the hundred precincts in this 
county. Late this evening the impression 
prevails here that the Democrats have a 
majority of two in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives, and possibly a majority of two 
in the Senate. If this should prove to be 
the case a Democrat will succeed Henry 
B. Payne, also a Democrat, in the Senate of 
the United States. 
Cincinnati, November 6th. — Unofficial 
returns from eighty-four counties in Ohio 
give Campbell a plurality of 8,905. The 
four remaining counties gave Powell 
(Democrat) a plurality in 1887 of 436. 
Columbus, November 6th.—The Demo­ 
cratic State Committee is claiming the 
election of Campbell by a plurality of from 
12,000 to 15.000, and the rest of the ticket 
by pluralities ranging from 4.000 to 8,000. 
Tneae conclusions are reached from meager 
returns, aud mostly by estimates, but are 
believed to be reliable 
The Republican Committee has nothing 
upon which they can reliably dispute the 
figures. The committee, however, do not 
think the complete figures will be suffi­ 
ciently favorable to save any part of their 
ticket. Both committees ana Chairmen 
stem to be agreed that tbe Democrats will 
carry the Legislature. Governor Foraker 
was asked this evening if he had anything 
to say as to the causes which led to the re­ 
sult, and he said ; 
"I greatly regret the result, of course, but 
I have no complaints to make of anybody 
or anything. I have no time or disposition 
to discuss the causes. The newspapers will 
doubtless do that better than I can. I have 
sent Mr. Campbell the following telegram, 
and I sincerely wish him a successful ad­ 
ministration: 
“To the full extent that a defeated candidate 
can do so with propriety, allow me to offer con­ 
gratulations and assure you that it will give me 
pleasure to extend you every courtesy 1 can 
thaw you in connection with your inaugura-i 
tion.’’ 
Mr. Campbell sent the following reply 
this evening: 
lion. J. B. Foraker, Governor of Ohio: Permit 
me to thank you most neartily for the cordial 
telegram just received. I accept with hich ap­ 
preciation your tender of courtesies upon the 
occasion reftrred tú. 
James E. Campbell. 
Cincinnati, November 6th.—The Com­ 
mercial Gazette, in commenting upon the 
election, says: Tbe German Republican 
guard will be accused of enlisting again 
under tbe banner of the saloonists, but 
they did not do anything of the sort. They 
rebelled against the peculiar combination 
on the Sunday question. No, it was not 
saloonists who won the Democratic victory 
in Hamilton county, though they will 
claim it and use their power to the utter 
most, but it was a Sunday crusade which 
struck not only saloons, but was extended 
to baseball, ice-cream, soda water, cigar 
stands and seemed to be threatening the 
milk wagons. 
Columbus. November 0th.—The State 
Journal has returns from a large number of 
counties, on which it says: “There is a 
possibility that nearly all, if not all, of the 
Republican State ticket, with the excep­ 
tion of Foraker, will be elected.” 
MASSACHUSETTS. 
Boston. November Olh.—Returns have 
now been received from every town in the 
State except Gosnoid, which has about 
twenty voters. They give Brackett (Re­ 
publican) 126,792, Russell (Democrat) 
120,813, and Blackmer (Prohibitionist) 
13 854. Brackett’s plurality is 5,999. In 
1887 Ames (Republican) had 136,000, 
Lovering (Democrat) 118,394 and Karl 
(Prohibitionist), 10,954. 
Boston, November 6th.—Complete re­ 
turns, with eight; towns missing, give 
Brackett (Republican) 0,253 plurality over 
Russell (Democrat). Blackniar (Prohibi­ 
tionist) polled 13,497 votes. Tbe Legisla­ 
ture is Republican by a majority of 105 on 
joint ballot. 
VIRGINIA. 
Richmond, November 6th.—Out of the 
100 counties in the State 79 have been 
heard from. Every city aud county shows 
a gain for McKinney over the vote of 1888. 
Thus far the Democrats have elected sev­ 
enty members to the House and twenty- 
nine to the Senate. The composition of tbe 
last Legislature was : House—Sixtv-three 
Democrats and thirl y-seven Republicans; 
Senate—Twenty-six Democrats and lour- 
teen Republicans. 
Richmond, November 6th.—Large Dem­ 
ocratic gains in every section are shown by 
the returns. Two-thirds of the State gains 
exceed 30,000 over tbe vote of 1888. The 
losses are less than 200. In the Legislature 
the. Democrats have a two-thirds majority 
on joint ballot. 
IOWA. 
Des Moines, November 6th.—The Slate 
Regular says it will require full returns 
Irom every county in the State to settle the 
question of the election. The Republi­ 
cans are still hopeful and the Democrats 
confident. 
Des M oines, November 6th.—Tbe Regis­ 
ter says : The returns from every legisla­ 
tive district show that the next Legisla­ 
ture will stand : Senate—Republicans 28, 
Democrats 22; Honse—Republicans 52, 
Democrats 47, doubtful 1. 
Dubuque, November 6th.—The Herald, 
has returns from sixty-seven counties in 
the State. These give Boies a plurality of 
13,090. The remaining thirty-two counties 
in 1887 gave the Republicans a plurality ot 
11,298. On this basis Boies already has 13,­ 
792 in the sixty-seven counties, so that all 
the gains in the remaining thirty-two coun­ 
ties will simply add to his plurality. If 
the same vote continues through the 
tbirty-two counties Boies will have a plu­ 
rality in the State of "from 8 000 to 10,000. 
The Herald claims it is now impossible to 
defeat him, and his plurality isonly a ques­ 
tion of gains in the remaining third of the 
State. It is not known whether the re­ 
mainder of tbe ticket is elected or not, for 
Boies runs ahead. If his majority should 
reach more than 6,000 it is almost certain 
to take the balance of the ticket with it. 
NEBRASKA. 
Omaha, November 6th.—The Bee says 
that the returns from the State are incom­ 
plete, but no doubt the Republicans have 
elected Laws to Congress by from 2,000 to 
3,0)0 majority, and that the Repnblican 
candidate for Supreme Judge and also the 
candidates for Regents of the University 
are elected by from 20,000 to 25,000. 
Omaha, November 5tb.—Returns from 
tbe State are still incomplete, but there is 
no doubt of tbe election of the Republican 
State ticket and tbe Congressman in the 
Second District. Douglass county elected 
au entire Democratic ticket, with the ex­ 
ception of Commissioner. 
NEW YORK. 
N ew Y ork. November 6th.—Election re­ 
turns for this State received to midnight 
give Rice (Democrat) for Secretary of State 
23 651 plurality. The Senate stands: Re­ 
publicans, 19; Democrats, 13. House; Re­ 
publicans, 67; Democrats, 61. 
hill’s congratulations. 
Albany (N. Y.), November 6th.—Gov­ 
ernor Hill to-day telegraphed Governor Lee 
his congratulations on the Deiuocra'ic suc­ 
cess in Virginia, to which tbe following 
was received from Governor Lee : “Accept 
my thanks for your telegram. The old 
commonwealth fought wiih splendid suc­ 
cess egainst the biaudishraents of the ad­ 
ministration at Washington, the active 
interests of some of the Oaoinet, tbe fall 
exercise of Federal patronage, the oratory 
of numerous Republican Congressmen and 
Senators from outside her limits, and the 


grease poured copiously upon her soil from 
the fat fried lrnm manufacturers. Virginia 
sends congratulations to New York.” 
TALK AT WASHINGTON. 
W ashington, Novem ber 6th.—W hen an 
A ssociated Press reporter this evening 
asked First A ssistant Postm aster-G eneral 
C arkson for his views concerning yester­ 
day's election, that gentlem an said : 
“Tbe invariable results the vear follow­ 
ing a Presidential election have repeated 
themselves. There are many surprises in 
tbe Republican States, but they come from 
iocal causes in every State except Virginia, 
and there the result was gained by the 
usual methods of fraud, suppression and 
false counting.' The Democratic Slate Elec­ 
tion Board, which was elected by a Demo­ 
cratic Legislature, appoints all the judges 
of election, and the law clothes these 
election judges with Police Court pow­ 
ers, aud they can order any voter 
they please to jail for the day and reign 
absolute in arbitrary power. The Repub­ 
licans of Virginia did not have the selection 
of a singlo Judge of election in the whole 
State. The negro is disfranchised. Gen­ 
eral Mahone and the Republicans made a 
gallant fight, but nothing can go against a 
complete and skillful system of fraud. The 
attempt to couplethe National Administra­ 
tion conspicuously with the defeat is unde­ 
served, as tbe President simply showed the 
same friendly interest in Mahoue he did in 
Republican candidates in other States. 
“The causes operating in Ohio and Iovwi 
were largely the same, evidently, and were 
mainly the reaction against radical tem­ 
perance and Sunday legislation. The Sun­ 
day law and the enforcement of it changes 
Hamilton county aud its Germans against 
tbe Republican party. 
“In Iowa and Maine the cause of the 
change is due to I'rohibiiion. The State 
has been very close on State issues ever 
since Prohibition was made the law. 
“The counties bordering on tbe Mississippi 
river having large cities, such as Du­ 
buque and Burlington, all of them with 
European or foreign-born populations 
bolding a majority of votes, are intensely 
anti-Prohibition, and they voted over­ 
whelmingly against tbe Republican party, 
because it stood in that State tor tbe law 
and its enforcement. There was also some 
Republican dissatisfaction and alienation, 
on account of the present Governor’s ex­ 
treme views on the railroad question and 
bis irritating enforcement of the railroad 
laws. 
"But Iowa ti8s been gradually losiDg its 
Republican majority for yesrs, over 30,000 
Republicans leaving the State and going 
into tbe Dakotas, Kansas and the south­ 
western country, while later immigration 
to tlieStatehas been largely Democratic. 
“This year’s results are in main simply 
increased evidence of the indisposition of 
a majority of the American people to ac­ 
cept prohibition and too radical legislation 
on questions that are moral and social, 
rather than political.” 
W ashington, November 6th.—First As­ 
sistant Postmaster-General Clarkson re­ 
ceived a telegram this evening from his 
home in Iowa statiDg that the contest over 
the legislative ticket is very close, and the 
result is in doubt. 
W ashington, November 6th.—Private 
Secretary Halford said to night that the 
President had not made any statement of 
his views with regard to yesterday’s elec­ 
tion, ard that any statement on the subject 
purporting to be an expression of the Pres­ 
ident’s opinions were unauthorized and 
wholly without foundation. 


DID MAHONE SHOOT? 
He Says He Didn't, ltut He is H eld to 
Answer. 
P etersburg (Va.), November 6th.—Gen­ 
eral Mahone's friends claim that he bad 
nothing to do with tbe shooting in tbe vi­ 
cinity of bis house last night. The testi­ 
mony at the examination in the Police 
Court showed that a party of young men, 
with a supply of fireworks, located them­ 
selves Dear Mahone’s residence last even­ 
ing, and tired off Roman candles and other 
pyrotechnics, until the merriment was 
stopped by ashot“fioni the direction of 
Mahone's house, which slightly wounded 
Herbert Harrison. At this examination 
several witnesses were heard, friends of 
Harrison, claiming that Mahone had fired 
the shot, or at least had been seen with a 
gun in his bands. Mahone said he heard 
the explosion of fireworks in the street, 
some of which were exploded in his yard, 
causing the impression that firearms were 
being used. Desiring to protect his prop­ 
erty he walked out and carried a shotgun 
with him, but uid not use it. He neither 
saw nor heard any one else shoot. 
Charles Romaiue testified that tbe shot 
had been fired either by Mahone or E. C. 
Berry. The Mayor said he would hold 
Mahone to Houstings Court in bonds of 
$2,500. E. C. Berry was fined $10, and put 
under $250 bonds to keep the peace for 
twelve months.

THE CRONIN CASE. 
Taking Evidence for the Prosecution— 
Som e Dam aging Testim ony. 
Chicago, November 6th.—In the Cronin 
case to-day Robert T. Stanton, a prinier, 
identified the card presented to Dr. Cronin 
when enticed away to his death, as printed 
by him and delivered to defendant O’Sul­ 
livan only two days before the murder. 
Ex-Captain Wing, of the Lakeview po­ 
lice. identified the bloody trunk as the one 
brought to tbe station by his men on tbe 
day following the murder, and Herman 
Thiel identified it as found by him in a 
ditch by the roadside. 
At the afternoon session officer Phillips 
testified as to the finding of the trunk on 
Evanston avenne, and the delivery of it to 
Captain Villiers of the Lakeview police. 
In the trunk he found a lock of hair. The 
day after the discovery of the Carlson cot­ 
tage he went to O’Suili van’s honse and ar­ 
rested him. Other officers were entering 
the Carlson cottage, and O’Sullivan asked 
with an oath what the fools were going 
there for. 
Officer Larch produced in evidence the 
kev found by him on the floor of tbe Carl­ 
son cottage, which fitted the trunk found 
on Evanston avenue. 
W. L. James, 16 years old, employed in 
his father’s office in Optra House block, 
testified to having frequently seen 
men assembled in a room across 
the street from his father’s office. He 
identified Kunze as the man whom 
he had seen at the window there one day 
in March washing his feet. He identified 
Kunze at the police station a few days after 
his arrest, pickim dm out from a number 
of others. The Court adjourned until to­ 
morrow.

PRACTICAL RELIGION. 
The Strange Discourse of a M inneapolis 
E piscopal M inister. 
M inneapolis (Minn ), November 6th.— 
The llev. J. A. Graham, pastor of the Holy 
Trinity Episcopal Church, astonished his 
congregation Monday evening by assuming 
the role of Robert E Ism ere, renouncing 
Christianity and denying the Bible and tbe 
church and their teachings. So cleverly 
did the gentleman play the pari that a 
startling scene ensued. Many of his listen­ 
ers were in tears. Some thought he was 
crazy, and all were inexpressibly shocked 
at his words. 
His strange discourse was spoken in a 
very impressive manner, and not a member 
doubted that he meant all he said, but he 
did not. He was trying to show the people 
the evil revolts of indifference in religion, 
so that they might get an idea how terrible 
it was to hear religion denounced. His 
main point w&s to make them see the ne­ 
cessity of clinging to the faith. It was a 
strange way of getting at the people, but it 
had its effect, and gave them an unusual 
shaking up on religions questions. 
Uncle Sam Defied. 
T ahlequah (Indian Nation), November 
6:h.—Great excitement prevails in the 
Cherokee nation. Some days ago tbe Cher­ 
okee Commissioners sent Secretary Noble’s 
proclamation, ordering cattlemen off the 
strip of Cherokee land, to Chief Mayes. To­ 
night Chief Mayes sent the Commissioners 
a letter in which be defies Congress, the 
Attorney-General and Secretary Noble. He 
says the Government cannot put the cattle­ 
men off the strip. Last night the Commis­ 
sioners sent Secretary Noble the following 
telegram : “Talk on the street is hostile 
against the Government. The Cherokees 
say the Government is trying to bulldoze 
them. Something must be dene at once." 
The Commissioners are expecting lively 
times here. Cotton Oil Trnst. 
N ew Y ork. November 6th.—The com­ 
mittee on the reorganization of the cotton 


oil trust made a report this afternoon. It 
showed that the president and Treasurer 
used the funds of the trust for the purpose, 
as they state, of maintaining and strength­ 
ening tbe credit of the concern by support­ 
ing the prices of certificates. Flagler, the 
President, contributed $150.000, and J. O. 
Morse, the Treasurer. $100,000 toward mak­ 
ing eood the loss, and a balance oi $277.110 
has been charged oil ou the books of the 
company. A report providing for chang­ 
ing the trust into a corporation was adopted. 
The new concern will have $21.000,000 com­ 
mon stock and $15,000,000 preferred. 
Dinsm ore a Bigam ist. 
M ilw aukee, November 6th. — Robert 
Dinsmore and Wilheimina Gusts fsou were 
married here a few weeks ago. The groom 
claimed to be a resident of New York, and 
the bride a leader in Scandinavian socia’ 
circles of Chicago. A letter was received 
to-day by the Justice who performed the 
ceremony, which says the writer is a 
nephew of Dinsmore, who is a San Fran­ 
cisco stcck-broker, and has been married 
for twenty-four years. His wife is now 
suing for a divorce. The woman he mar­ 
ried here is said to be one of his customers. 
She was a lady operator in the San Fran­ 
cisco stock market. 
M inority W ould W ith d raw . 
Chicago, November 6th.—Among the 
delegates already here to attend the Na­ 
tional Convention of the W. C. T. U., 
which assembles on Friday, is Mrs. J. Ellen 
Foster, of Iowa. She was asked to-night 
what would be the result if the indorse­ 
ment of the third party in politics is again 
given in this Convention and the protest of 
tbe minority ignored. Mrs. Foster would 
not state positively, but thought it safe to 
say that the minority will withdraw from 
the Y\r. C. T. U. in a body in such event. 
Striking Switchm en. 
N ew O rleans, November 6th.—A strike 
among the railroad switchmen began a' the 
yards of the Northeastern road some days 
ago and is spreading, with a possibility of 
spreading to oiher lines of railroad. 
The workmen in the Southern Pacific, 
Illinois Central, Louisville and Nashville 
and valley roads also went out yesterday. 
The strikers warn oS the new men em­ 
ployed to take their places. 
The affairs look ugly. The strike is for 
an increase in wages. 
Til» Swift Teutonic. 
N ew Y ork, November 6th.—For the sec­ 
ond time the new YVhite Star Line steam­ 
ship Teutonic has beaten her rival, the 
City of New York. Both came up the bay 
to-night after an exciting race from Queens­ 
town.

IDAHO’S INTENTIONS. 
Her Patriotic Efforts if A dm itted Into 
the Union. 
W ashington, November 6th.—Delegate 
Dubois of Idaho, in an interview to-day, 
predicted the admission of Idaho as a Stale 
by the coming Congress. In speaking of 
the Constitution adopted, he said: "Bigamy 
and polygamy is forever prohibited and no 
oue is allowed to exercise the privilege of a 
citizen who belongs to an organization 
which feacbes or preaches these crimes. 
Our Constitution also forbids the carrying 
of any flag in a publicprocestion except the 
American flag. We want a State for those 
whose highest al!egiance is the United 
States or else we want no State at all.” 
“Do yon expect politics to enter info the 
question of your admission?” was asked. 
"1 sincerely hope not. It is very uncer­ 
tain as to whether Idaho is Democratic or 
Republican. The political complexion ¡9 
more doubtful than that of Montana. 
This should preclude politics from being a 
factor in the case.” 
"How do you find the sentiment among 
the Senators and Representatives ?” 
"I have met a number since my return 
and have yet to find one opposed to our ad­ 
mission. We desire to present our claims 
and have them decided upon their merits 
regardless of the merits or demerits of any 
other Territory or consideration. We thin k 
that we are fairly entitled to admission, and 
want the question decided on our claims 
presented.” 
SUPREME COURT CLOGGED. 
Appeal for R elief b y the Am erican Rar 
Association. 
W a s h in g t o n , November Gth.—Edward 
Otis Hiuklev, Secretary of the American 
Bar Association, aud J. Hubley Ashton of 
Washington delivered to President Harri- 
sou to-day a letter prepared by a distin­ 
guished committee in behalf of the Associ­ 
ation. setting forth the great accumulation 
of business in the United States Supreme 
Court and making a strong statement of 
the urgent necessity for the enactment of 
some measure for relief. Secretary Hink- 
ley toid the President that the committee 
reqmsted that he call the attention of Con­ 
gress to the subject in his forthcoming an­ 
nual message. The President answered 
that he wonld do so. 


SIGNAL SERVICE. 
Chief Officer G reely Says it is Daily 
Growing More Proficient. 
W ashington, November 6th.—The re­ 
port of Chief Signal Officer Greely shows 
that the service is being extended. The 
predictions are becoming more accurate 
and the work is being generally com­ 
mended. The advanced predictions of vio­ 
lent storms and cyclones from the West 
Indies have been unusually accurate, and 
at least twenty-four hours’ warning has 
been given in each case. One thousand 
and fifty-six points are supplied with fore­ 
casts at the Government's expense. Over 
26,000 copits of crop bulletin were issued 
during the year, so great was the demand 
for it, and its service generally was of much 
good. He asks for an increase of $4,791 76 
over the last appropriation. 
D efective Plans. 
W ashington, November 6th. — The 
Board appointed by Secretary Tracy to ex­ 
amine plans upon which ttie cruiser Texas 
is being constructed by the Norfolk Navy 
Yard has completed its work and wiil sub­ 
mit a report in a few days Tbe opini< ns 
of the officials about tbe Department are 
that the report will confirm the accuracy of 
the calculations made in the Bureau of 
Construction and P.epair, which shuw. if 
constructed according to the present design, 
that the Texas will be sixteen inches fur­ 
ther under water than the plans contem­ 
plate. This would carry a great portion of 
her armor under water, rendering it a use­ 
less burden. 
Southern Surveys Resum ed. 
YVashington, November 6th. — The 
steamer Ranger, now at Mare Island, has 
been ordered by Secretary Tracy to proceed 
to San Bartolomé bay, Lower California, 
and resume the survey on that coast where 
it was discontinued last season. From that 
point she will make progiess to the south­ 
ward 33 rapidly as consistent with thorough 
work. M aterials for New Cruiser». 
W a sh in g t o n . November 6tb.—Bids were 
opened at the Navy Department to-day for 
the furnishing of materials required for 
use in the construction at the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard of the machinery for the two 
cruisers of 3,000 tons’ displacement. There 
were about twenty bidders from points in 
New York, Pennsylvania, Connecticut and 
Rhode Island. 
Bayard's YVedding. 
W ashington, November 6th—Ex-Secre- 
tnry Bayard, whose wedding with Miss 
Clymer will be the society event of the 
early season, arrived here this morning 
The wedding will be extremely quiet, and 
will take place at the bride’s home at 1 
o’clock to-morrow afternoon. Rev. Dr. G.

W ashington, November 6th.—The Sec­ 
retary of the Navy has ordered the accept- 
»nce of the Charleston, and so notified the 
Union Iron Works of San Francisco. The 
question of penalty will be considered 
when the final settlement is ni8de. 
AVAR INEVITABLE. 
All tlie European Nations Preparing for 
Its Coming;. 
New Y o rk , November 5th.—A Herald 
cable from Paris says: 
Captain Zalinski. America's higb-explo- 
sive celebrity, is studying things more mil­ 
itary than otherwise in Paris. He is look­ 
ing as well as possible, and savs he is 
enjoying every moment of his European 
experience. He is traveling under orders 
to obtain information regarding certain 
military questions. He has a'ready visited 
England, Holland, Belgium, Germany and 
may go to Italy. Coming to his pet tbetne, 
Zalinski said : “ I am convinced that a Eu- 
rupean war is inevitable, but not in the 
immediate future. One consideration alone 
is sufficient to maintain peace for at least 
two years, viz., the fact that the continental 
nations will need that amount of time to 
eqnip their armies with a new style of rifle, 
and possibly with a modification of their 
artillery, to meet the requirements ol the 
smokeless powder in both cases.”

State Superintendent H oitt Visits tlie Napa 
aud Placer County Institutes. 
State Superintendent Hoitt has returned 
from attendance on the Napa and Placer 
County Teachers’ Ins i tutes, in company 
with Dr. A E Winship, one of the fore­ 
most educational men of Massachusetts, 
the editor of two educational journals and 
a most popular lecturer. To a Record- 
Union reporter Superintendent Hoitt yes­ 
terday said; 
“The Napa Institute was a grand success. 
Dr. Winship’s good w rk there at'racted 
crowds of the general public, in addition to 
tbe full corps of teachers (seventy-five), 
who attended regularly. The oress of the 
city paid glowing tributes to Dr. Wtnship’s 
talents. Superintendent Huskev scored a 
grand success for the institute of’ 1889. and 
I am sure hir schools will reap great benefit 
from it. His teachers are especially bright 
and progressive, and ready to adopt such 
advice and suggestions as Dr. Winship and 
myself found it in our way to give. A 
public reception w as tendered’us at tbe close 
of the session, which was most delightful. 
The Napa people have lately built a $10,000 
addition to their echool-honse.”

Dr. Winsnip’s 
work was as highly appreciated here as 
elsewhere, and he was as much pl.-nsed 
with the appearance of the teachers—their 
life and energy and professional spirit—as 
they were with hi3 geniality, his theories 
and his addresses. One-half the teachers 
in Piacer county have bad professional 
training, and the work done shows ri . ;s 
that prove this selection of teachers n have 
been wise. In the two days spent there 
Dr. Winship delivered four a d d re ss-s a .d 
two evening lectures,and I did a littie talk­ 
ing myself. 
"A public reception was tendered us and 
an impromptu Placer county exhibit. It 
was ananged to show the doctor what were 
the agricultural resources of the county. 
The speech of welcome was made by W. 
B. Lardner, ex District Attorney, in whioh 
he called tne doctor's attention most happily 
to the varied products there displayed, end 
gave him a lesson in local geography that 
the doctor will pass along to thonsauds of his 
hearers and readers this win e:. O'her 
short and pithy addresses were made by 
Assemblyman John Davis, O. F. Seavey, 
editor of the Herald, H. H. R chmonc. of 
the Argus, Rev. Dr. Chisholm and Superin­ 
tendent Burns. The doctor and myaelt re­ 
plied as well as we were able to all this 
hospitality aud cheer, ana the evening 
closed with refreshments and scciabiiity.”

T h e news of the capture of Emin Pasha 
by the Mahdlsts, if true, means the de­ 
struction of a ll hope that he will ever l>e 
returned to his home, for if the report of 
his defeat in the fall of 1888 is confirmed, 
we may settle down to the conclusion that 
the brave and talented explorer ij dead. 
U ntil something further is ascertained, 
we shonld hope that the new3 is error. 
Stanley reports it as reported to him, bat 
it is significant that he has been unable to 
meet Emin, and that in the summer of 
last year he had a message from him urg­ 
ing speed, as he was in need of assistance 
against the slave-traders, who are behind 
all the assaults that have been made 
against the courageous and brilliant sci­ 
entist. 
It was a grave mistake on Emin’s 
part that he refused to accompany Stanley 
back to the Arutvimi in 1887, when the 
intrepid explorer reached him on the 
banks of Nyanza. If Emin and his fol 
lowers have been destroyed, civilization 
owes it to itself to organize such an expe­ 
dition, equipped as no other ever has been, 
as can accomplish the penetration of the 
African continent, the suppression of the 
slave trade and the extermination of 
'■the remorseless and inhuman wretches 
who piosecnteit. 


T h e business side of life in the East is 
entitled to a long credit mark in its favor. 
Some time ago a man named Kavanaugh 
was indicted in Chicago for attempting to 
bribe jurors in the Cronin case. 
Being 
confronted with his accusers he confessed 
his crime, but thus far has not disclosed 
his principals. 
It now develops that 
though Kavanaugh, prior to his arrest, 
was in a good commercial business with 
partners, since the discovery of his infamy 
the business world and the people gener­ 
ally have refused to have anything more 
to do with the Kavanaugh firm. It has 
been “boycotted,” so to speak, until it has 
been forced to appeal to the Courts to have 
its accounts settled, the firm dissolved and 
Kavanaugh’s 
name 
legally eliminated 
from any connection with the business. 
Of course, the innocent pat tners are the 
greater sufferers, but the people would not 
buy of a firm that divided any of its prof­ 
its with the wretch who attempted to 
poison the fount of justice. This is grati­ 
fying testimony that the sterling men of 
the country not only will not pass such 
crimes idly by, but will punish them by a 
withdrawal of patronage from the offend­ 
ers. In fact, business has conscience after 
all. 


It is stated by a Mormon leader that 
the Argentine Republic has offered the 
Mormon people grants of land and im­ 
munity from interference with plural mar­ 
riage if they will come to that country.

Church that is opposed to polygamy, will 
not practice it, and is ready and bold 
enough to speak its mind on the subject 
freely to the “Twelve.” Mormonism will 
slough of polygamy in time, and it is not a 
far distant time either.

The R e c o rd - U n io n published yesterday 
morning a very full telegraphic report of 
the funeral of Mrs. Charles Crocker, which 
took place in San Francisco on Tuesday 
afternoon, but the followingsynopsis oí the 
beautiful and consoling address delivered 
by the Rev. Dr. Benton will be read with 
interest; 
A 6udden gloom has clouded the sky of a day 
yet unspeut an d serene. From out the cloud a 
sum m ons, u n h eaid by any save the ear atient, 
h as called ¡or th e forem ost wom an in wt 11-doing 
in all our land. As quietly as a child she has 
obej ed the voice anu laid herself dow n to the 
slum ber from w hich Ibere is no aw akening upon 
th e earth. 
W ithout one questioning thought 
she pass d out beyond th ereach of th e pleading 
voices of our recall, beyond the m ule appeal of 
our stream ing tears. A nd so. aw e-sm itteu, uud 
w ith wonder, and faint, as if our breath were 
lost, we are come together iu these sacred p re­ 
cincts to give our hum au instincts verge and 
room to honor th e boud of sym pathy th a t bluds 
ou r natures last, to open o u r hearts to some 
celestial visitation, and to ofler such poor tribute 
as we m ay to th e w ork and w oith of th e shining 
personality whose m ortal p a it is alone w ith us 
still. 
Mrs. Crocker was born in Detroit, M ich., iu 
November. 1827. She was m arried in South 
Bend, I n i., in Novem ber, ls62. In these two 
places her childhood and early youth were 
passed, w ith only th e absences th a t w ere de­ 
m anded by the receiving ol such an education 
as th e earlier h a lf of our century deem ed the 
best. 
W hen Mr. Crocker w ent irom Sacra- 
m euto to In d ian a for his atliauced he left a 
prom ising business a a d a th riv in g city. Upon 
his return, alter the terrible conflagration of 
N ovem ber 2,1862, he could only Introduce his 
bride to a poor, burned, desolate scene—a city 
striving to bouse itself in and im provise some 
sort of shelter from th e already pelting storm s 
of one o f the severest of w inters. The m em ory 
of some am ong us will go back to th a t season, 
to the com ing o f Mrs. Crocker and to th e tem ­ 
porary and inadequate structure w hich becam e 
her first hom e in o u r state. 
T he fte t o f som e yet w alk th e earth th a t have 
entered every abode iu w hich Mrs. C’rocker has 
dw elt on th is side o f th e continent, an a they 
have know n som ething of h er as one who could 
m ake a hom e m the unpretentious shelter of 
uusm oothed wood; iu th e pleasant cottage th at 
arose in due tim e and welcom ed m auy a guest; 
in th e roomy and inv.tiug house th at displaced 
Ihe cottage, am id grove and bow er an d law n 
an d flowers, an d ¡H the stately m ansion on the 
hill above us, Irom w hich the ascent has proven 
all too ready and rapid to a house "n o t m ade 
w ith h ands etern al in th e heavens.” 
As the 
phrase goes, Mrs. C rocker was especially a 
"hom e body” in the early years. She succeeded 
by every m ar n er o f device h er w it could inveut 
aud h er heart suggest in m aking h er hom e a 
ch arm an d an invitation, and the h eart of h er 
husband knew th a t he could safely tru st in her, 
not only fur the exercise of all tne hom ely vir­ 
tues, bu 
for all th e finer activities and ra er 
graces th a t m ake th e adm irable w om an the 
w onder an d th e joy she is in this poor w orld of 
ours. 
Into th is hom e, an d as p art of it, of course, 
cam e daily th e sunny lace and the m irthful 
m ind of the husband o f h er love ; ond into it 
w ere entered, as th e years sped, three daughters 
and three so n s ; an d after th e year 18ti2 the 
fam ily circle con.inued unbroken’for the space 
of tw enty six years. But we m ust not suppose 
th a t Mrs. Crocker had uo trials, and th a t no sor­ 
rows could steal in to disturb th e flow of hum au 
satisfactions w here so choice a spirit dw elt. 
Early she had to part w ith two of h er little 
daughters, dropped h er hot tears upon th e m ar­ 
ble features of one, w hen but an in fan t o f days, 
an d of ano th er w hen an infant of four years. 
T here was a tim e also w hen, in consequence of 
a h u rt by accident, she kept h er bed fur m ouths, 
an d it w as long feared th a t she m ight be seri­ 
ously crippled for life. 
A nd th en aw ay o u later out of some secret 
grief she w rote a friend, saying, am ong other 
things, “ Every heart kuow ctli its own bitter­ 
ness;” an d still again, "Do you never grow 
w eary in w ell-doing? Id o ; la m w orn out, I 
am sick, and am leaviug hom e for a long ab­ 
sence.” 
Aud ju st here th e suggestion m ay lie 
m ade th at Mrs. Crocker m ay possibly have been 
overtasking h erself of late w ithout being con­ 
scious of it, aud though not w arned of it by in ­ 
som nia, as she som etim es had been; and it m ay 
be th a t th is overtaxing ol th e nervous system 
gave readier access to th e brain o f th a t tDsid- 
ions foe th a t drew h er life away. And h er expe­ 
rience, alm ost m ore th an th at of anv other p er­ 
son whose life was one ol philanthropy and 
religion of whom we have read or heard, ad­ 
m onishes us th a t those m ost in love w ith "th e 
true, th e beautiful an d the good” m ay carry 
burdens and m eet w ith disappointm ents, aud 
th at even the delights of w ell doing m ay be 
m easured or m arred by th e exactions of" the 
thoughtless, or m ay be divided and spoiled by 
the presum ptions o f th e worthless. 
W ith the years o f rew ard and fruition, w hen 
th e burden ol dom estic cares was dim inishing 
and th e fam ily had becom e well established iu 
San Francisco, and th e highest social positions 
had been reached, Mrs. C rocker felt th a t she 
owed it to h er friends, to the w idening circle of 
h er acquaintances, and to society generally, to 
open h er house to receptions, to dispense large 
hospitalities, to en tertain dirtinguished visitors, 
an d to fill th a t em inent place in th e social 
sphere for w hich we have eith er th e personal 
fitness or the needed w ealth. And she d id all 
th is as thoughtfully, as considerately, as con­ 
sciously as she periorm cd her m ost sacred duties, 
seeking to be, iu some sense, of th e w orld and 
w ith it w ithout becom ing w orldly; to guide the 
ways am i set th e fashions of the tim es, in some 
m easure, w ithout ever being thought of in the 
least as a w om an of fashion. 
B ut 
w ith th e accum ulation of years 
in 
know ledge and experience, iu w ealth and in ­ 
fluence, in fitness aud facility, h er life took also 
another tu rn , and she found b eiself w ith a 
h eart full of all hum an loves, h er m ind full of 
benevolences aud h er hands full o f charities; 
and then she found h er tim e m ore an d m ore oc­ 
cupied w ith these things and h er interest more 
aud m ore absorbed in them , and all things else 
of little w orth, unless they could Bomehow be 
m ade auxiliary to such objects as these. Ami 
so she had projects in m ind and plans ahead, 
anticipating th e weeks, the m onths, th e years. 
She dnl not wish to pass the w inter in the East, 
although she m ight be lonelier here. H er heart 
was in th e ci*tly enterprises of h er skill aud in 
the b^neiactions of h er liberality, and she was 
pouring th e w ealth ot h er n atu re into them , as 
well as th e larg* ness o f h er possessions. 
She 
could hardly have w rought m ore diligently, the 
last tw elve m onths, had she been aw are th at 
the n ig h t was sw iitly com ing, w hen uo m an 
can work. 
Let us lift our brow to th e falling drops from 
heaven, th a t may consecrate us anew to p h ilan ­ 
thropic thought, and benevolent deed, aud God­ 
like lité; and m ay set us apart to the doings of 
those great deeds o f benevolence th a t seem to 
pause here for a day; so th a t the blessed work 
o f our d ep arttd friend shall know n eith er fail­ 
ure nor arrest. 
This address over, Rev. Dr. Dwinell 
made a short address, extolling Mrs. Crock­ 
er’s noble achievements in the cause of 
charity, and offered a short prayer. The 
choir next sang “Sleep Thy Last Sleep,” 
after which benediction was pronounced by 
Dr. Barrows. 
THE FLORAL OFFERINGS. 
In the space where the casket was to rest 
.stood a massive cross, eight feet in hight, 
formed entirely of snowy chrysanthemums 
and La France roses, and bearing » silken 
scroll which read : “ Her Children Rise Up 
and Call Her Blessed.” It was the tribute 
of Mrs Alexander, the daughter of the de­ 
ceased. 
On the edge of the organ loft stood a 
broken column, many feet in hight, the 
base of white chrysanthemums and the 
column itself of roses. It bore the mono­ 
gram ”0. C„” indicating the givers, the 
members of the Olympic Club. 
Mrs. Stanford’s offering was a beautiful 
pillow of roses, carnations and camellias, 
bearing the legend, “Why seek ye the liv­ 
ing among the dead?” 
Other beautiful and costly offerings were 
a large armchair of flowers from Mrs. O. 
C. Livermore, a sheaf of ripe wheat gath­ 
ered in the blade of a silver sickle, and 
bearing upon a silken ribbon the in­ 
scription, “God’s linger touched her and 
she slept." the offering of the California 
Women's Hospital: a crown of gold colored 
chrysnnihemums surmounted by a cross 
of purple violets, given by the Park Com­ 
missioners; a large cross of white callas 
placed against the front of the organ loft, 
and presented by the Park employes; a 
pillow of purple and white violéis front 
William H. Crocker; a vase, four feet high 
of rosebuds, chrysanthemums, camellias 
and azeleas, given by Mrs. H. S. Crocker; 
‘ Gates Ajar,” from Mr. and Mrs. M.S 
Severance, of Los Angeles; a very large 
wreath of purple violets from Mrs. Henry 
Crocker. 
Besides these there were numberless 
other beautiful, if less elegant, offerings. 
The effect of the whole great mass of 
bloom, grouped as it was about the altar 
and the chancel, was simply indescribable 
in its beauty.

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All about the interior of the church, also 
the windows and the front of the gallery 
especially, were wreaths and garlands in 
termiugled with sprays of evergreen.

MOUNTAIN HOMES. 


A g r ic u ltu r a l C la im a n ts 
M ay F r e - e m p t 
S n o w -B e lt L a n d s. 
The Interior Department has forwarded 
to the Federal Land Office in this city its 
decision in the case of F. Wagner, a pre­ 
emption claimant tor certain lands in the 
upper foothills of El Dorado county, hold­ 
ing in his favor. The case turned upon a 
point that is of great importance to agricult­ 
ural land claimants. 
Back in 1885 the case of Morrow vs. 
Clough went up from the local land office, 
and in deciding it Commissioner Sparks 
held that lauds which, by reason of their 
altitude and the depth of snow thereon in 
the winter months, were not habitable at 
all seasons of the year, were not subject to 
entry under (he agricultural laws 
That 
decision precluded from settlement a vast 
belt of country on both slopes of the Sierra 
Nevada, Rocky mountains and other ele­ 
vated ranges. 
The decision was reversed by Secretary 
Lamar shortly before his retirement irom 
office. 
In the Wagner case (which involved the 
same question at issue) the Sacramento 
Land Office and the Commissioner, relying 
on the precedent in tbe Morrow-Clongh 
case, rejected Wagner's final proof. Secre­ 
tary Noble now reverses the decision of the 
Commissioner, and has ordered the accept­ 
ance of Wagner's final proof, and also that 
a final receipt be issued to him. 
This coincidence of decisions by Secre­ 
taries Lamar and Noble may be fairly con­ 
sidered as final in determining the right of 
entry by agricultural claimants upon either 
arable or grazing lands the altitude of 
which is so great as to preclude winter resi­ 
dence. 


CAUGHT IN THE ACT. 


A S ta n is la u s C rim in a l T rie s to P ic k O u r 
C ity J a i l to P ie c e s . 
John Malone, the Stanislaus convict who 
was lodged in the City Prison last Monday 
night while en route to the Folsom Prison, 
attempted to break out of the jail, but his 
object was frustrated by officer Higgins. 
The latter had his attention attracted by 
unusual sounds and proceeded to investi­ 
gate. On going to the cell occupied by 
Malone, from whence the sounds came, he 
noticed the prisoner’s foot in the wicket of 
the iron door. 
Malone had lipped the cell 
blanket in strips and fastened them to the 
ceiling so as to make a loop, in which he 
placed one of bis feet, UslDg the wicket as 
a rest for the other. In that position he 
succeeded in bieaking off a piece of the 
sheet-iron lining of the ceiling, and was 
picking a hole through the ceiling when 
discovered by the officer.

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THE SIDE OF MEHCY. 


J iu lg e Van F leet’s A ppeal on lieh alf of 
A rth u r Jan u ary . 
Superior Judge Van Fleet of this city has 
w ritten to Governor W aterm an the follow­ 
ing letter, giving his rtasons for asking that 
A rth u r D. January be pardoned from the 
State Prison. 
It w ill he remembered that 
January was convicted of embezzling funds 
from the State Treasury. H is health was 
poor when sent there, and it is said that 
unless pardoned he will soon die of con­ 
sum ption. Judge Van Fleet’s letter reads: 
Chambers of Superior Court, 0 
Department So. 2, 
)■ 
Sacramento, OaL, October 19.1S89. j 
To His Excellency. H. if*. Waterman, Governor of 
California—My Dear Sir: 1 desire to join in the 
application about to be made to your Excellency 
for executive clemency in behalf of Arthur D. 
January, sentenced by me to State Prison for 
embezzlement, and now serving his term at San 
Quentin. While young January has served but 
the smaller portion of his term, he has, I am 
led to believe, suffered greater punishment since 
his conviction than wou.d usually result from 
an imprisonment for the length of his entire 
sentence—a puDishment greater perhaps be­ 
cause inflicted largely from a source higher 
than any mere human tribunal. He was con­ 
victed in April, 1885, and thereafter an appeal 
was taken to the Supreme Court, but owing to 
various causes the case was not ¿determined 
until September, ISAS, a period or over three 
years, and daring the great portion of this in­ 
terval January was confined in the County Jail. 
A lew months alter his convict.on his young 
wife, whose health, it is said, had been greatly 
impaired by distress over her husband’s dis­ 
grace, sickened and died under very sad eireti'n- 
stanees, in a distant part of the State and with­ 
out January having an opportunity to visit or 
see her before her death. This very distressing 
event produced n deep effect upon him, and he 
appeared irom that time to suffer the greatest 
mental anguish and sorrow, mingled with a 
keen sense of remorse for his unfortunate act. 
I had at this time Irequent opportunity to ob­ 
serve him, arid while theretofore he had as­ 
sumed an air of careless indifference to his 
situation, from the time of his wife's death he 
became a changed m m and, I am satisfied, 
deeply rcpeutaut ol the cause of his disgrace 
and sorrow. His health seemed to fail from this 
time, ana it soon developed that he was suffer­ 
ing from cousumption in an acute form. Upon 
a showing of this fact, and that he coaid not 
live long in ihe close confinement of the county 
iail, I admitted him to bail during the further 
pendency of his appeal. Upon his liberation he 
gave evidence of a disposition to retrieve him­ 
self by Immediately securing employment at 
his calling, which he held until shortly before 
his judgment was confirmed. Since his removal 
to the State Prison I am informed that he has 
conducted himself in every respect in a subor­ 
dinate and commendable manner; that he is 
now a great sufferer Irom his malady, and that 
he cannot long survive his confinement. Under 
these circumstances I am of the opinion that 
the ends of justice have been in this instance 
fully observed, and that this unlortnnate man 
is a worthy subject for executive indulgence. 
His offense, the history of which I need not re­ 
peat, was a grave one, it is true, and, no miti­ 
gating fact appearing at the time, merited se­ 
vere banishment. But had the circumstances 
which I have stated transpired prior to his sen­ 
tence I should have certainlv taken them into 
consideration, as I would have been justified in 
doing, and given him a much lighter sentence 
Combining the period of his confinement in the 
county jail with the length of time he has been 
in the hi ate Prison, and January has served a 
term of about five years, including credits, and 
this it would seem, coupled with the mental 
pain and suffering he has undergone, and the 
physieal condition to which he has been 
brought, should be sufficient to justify the ends 
of justice. 
The law seeks vindication only, never ven­ 
geance, and the first, it sems to me, has been 
lully attained in this case. It is because I sin­ 
cerely believe this that I have departed from 
my usual habit in sueh matters to intercede 
with you in his behalf. I am fully in accord 
with your Excellency in the attitude you have 
consistently maintained in Ihe exercise of this 
most important function of the Executive. The 
pardoning power Is a sacred one, and should 
never be lightly or indiscriminately dispensed, 
but, nevertheless, it is a power that has been 
granted by the Constitution for a purpose, and 
that purpose I conceive to be its application 
when invoked in a proper case. 
Believing 
January’s case to be such an one, I earnestly re­ 
quest your Excellency to either graut him a 
pardon, or such commutation as will result in 
his early release from confinement. I have a 
firm conviction that, if permitted to return to 
his family, he will devote the few years that 
may remain to him in an earnest endeavor to re­ 
gain the ground he has lost in the good opinion 
oi the world. 
Sincerely trust ing that yon may find it con­ 
sistent with your duty to act favora'bly upon this 
appeal. 1 have the honor to be, dear nr, your

F ran k J , Lee H elps H im self to a Lot of 
K allroad Tickets. 
Constable Dyer of Colfax came to the 
city on the overland express train yester­ 
day m orning, having in his custody a 
young man nam ed Frank J. Lee, whom he 
arrested on the preceding night at the in ­ 
stance of the railroad authorities in this 
city.

Lee is the young m an who was engaged 
as .-tenographer for Sam Jones, the revi­ 
valist, when the latter was in this city last 
winter. H e is a very bright fellow, very 
plausible, has a good address, and—as re­ 
cent events have show n—is possessed of 
abundant resources of a kind that aid him 
in m aking good impressions 
on those 
whom he meets. 
He came to the city on 
Monday night, saying that be bad reached 
San Francisco a few days before, after a 
sea voyage of some m onths, where he 
found two telegrams awaiting him and 
conveying intelligence of the death of a 
wealthy uncle at Reno, Nev., duriiig his 
absence ; that he was the only heir to the 
fortune thus left, and was then on his way 
to Reno to have the estate settled up aud 
receive the wealth left to him. 
Tuesday afiernoon he called at the office 
of a gentleman whose acquaintance he had 
made when here last w inter and requested 
permission to write a letter. 
A sheet of 
paper was given him, and he busied him ­ 
self for some m inutes in writing. 
The result of bis letter w riting was found 
upon his person in the shape of a well- 
wriiten recom mendation “to all whom it 
may concern’’ in favor of Frank Zames, 
stating that he was an old and trusted em ­ 
ploye of the firm, etc., and to which the 
name of the gentleman was signed. 
Lee, on his return here yesterday, stated 
that he was uuder the influence of liquor 
on Tuesday night, and had no recollection 
of com m itting the theft. 
The m atter was yesterday laid before 
District A ttorney B runer by special officer 
Ben True of the railroad company and at­ 
torney Charlea T. Jones, aDd a complaint 
sworn to, charging Lee with burglary.

“ You can readily see.” said he, “ the dif­ 
ference between a horse who takes his own 
exercise every day or can be speeded if 
needed over a good track in m idw m ter, 
over en anim al who has to be kept in a box 
stall, the stable heated by artificial means 
and the horse blanketed heavily to keep 
him from freezing to death. 
“Then, again, the cost ofraising colts and 
breaking them on California stock farms is 
not one-half of what it is in the East. Feed 
is cheap, lab r is no higher than in the 
East, and owing to the exercise and work, 
which is uninterrupted with bad weather, 
you get a better muscled, stronger aud more 
speedy anim al. This is true oi both ru n ­ 
ners and trotters, aud as exam ples I would 
nam e E l Rio Rey and Sunol.”

T h e S u p ervisor* P le a se d w ith th e N ew 
B rid g e a t L ive Oak. 
The new $17,000 bridge built by the 
county of Sacram ento across theCosumnes 
river, at Live Oak, is finished, and on yes­ 
terday the Board of Supervisors went out 
to inspect it previous to accepting it from 
the contractors, the American Bridge Com­ 
pany. 
Supervisors Bates was the only 
m em ber of the Board who did not accom­ 
pany the expedition. George A. Stoddard, 
bridge builder for the Southern Pacific 
Company, and E. I) Croley, another well- 
know n bridge bnilder, accompanied the 
party, as did also J. B. Leonard, of the 
bridge company, and aconple of newspaper 
representatives. 
The start was made in carnages from the 
Court-house at 7 a m , and the twenty-five 
miles between Sacramento and the new 
bridge were covered shortly oefore noon. 
Two hours were spent in dining and in ­ 
specting the new structure, after which the 
return trip was made, reaching this city 
again at about 6:30 p. m. 
The new bridge is a m uch larger and 
more imposing structure than has been 
generally supposed. It is 301 feet in length, 
and is w hat is known as a combination 
bridge. It bears every indication of pos­ 
sessing unusual strength aud durability. 
It is divided into two spans, each 1501 feet 
in length. 
In the center the ends of both 
spans rest upon two massive pillars of 
iron and concrete, which are sunk 30 feet 
into the river bed, while the outer ends are 
upheld by equally mas3ive and strong- 
looking piers of standstone and concrete. 
The tim bers and also the iron supports 
were nearly all fonnd to be a trifle heavier 
and stronger even than were called for in 
the specifications, which fact considerably 
pleased the Supervisors. 
Messrs. Croly and Stoddard, the experts, 
m ade a most m inute and careful exam ina­ 
tion of the bridge, at the conclusion of 
hich they pronounced it a sound and 
substantial structure, with the exception of 
a few m inor details, such as the equalizing 
of the strain upon some of the supports, 
which could be easily remedied. 
The Supervisors all expressed themselves 
as well pleased with the work, and were of 
the unanim ous opinion that the bridge 
would be accepted by them as soon as the 
defects referred to by the experts were 
remedied. 
The old bridge which formerly crossed 
the Cosumnes at this point, it will be re­ 
membered, broke down several m onths ago 
bile a drove of sheep were crossing it, 
and hundreds of the sheep were either 
drowned in the river below, or were killed 
by the fall. 
It will also be remembered 
that the county bad to pay for those sheep.

FISH AND GAME. 


Steps T ak en to S ecure E a ste rn O u ail— 
F ish L ad d ers, E tc. 
There was a meeting of tbe State Fish 
Commission in San Francisco on Tuesday, 
at 
which 
Commissioners Routier and 
Harvey were present. 
Deputy J. J. Wood­ 
bury reported that 2,500,000 salmon eggs 
would be received at Sissons about the lat­ 
ter part of December, to be distributed in 
the waters contiguous to San Francisco. 
He also expected to get one or two million 
trout spawn, to be hatched out in different 
parts of the 8tate. The deputy urgently 
recommended the reconstruction of new- 
fish ladders throughout the State, as they 
were in bad condition and unfit for tbe 
purposes for which they were built.

quail traps, and had also knocked out fifty 
Indian fish traps on Russian river, near 
Ukiah.
